Preparations for the inauguration 
March 4 of Herbert Hoover as thirty- 
first President of the United States as- 
sumed concrete form yesterday with 
passage by the Senate of a resolution 
directing Vice President Dawes to ap- 
point a joint Senate and House com- 
mittee to arrange for the ceremony, and 
announcement by Lieut. Col. U. S. 
Grant 3d, U. 8. A. recently named 
master of ceremonies, of the names of 
his provisional committee. 


Other developments yesteiday in- 


cluded receipt of a cablegram from 
the President-elect outlining his de- 
Sires, and Col. Grant’s action in call- 
ing his provisional committee to meet 
with him at 4:30 o'clock today in the 
Gridiron Room of the Willard Hotel 
Hoover’s wishes were revealed in a 
cablegram to Dr. Hubert Work, chair- 
man of the Republican national com- 
mittee, the message being in answer to 
Dr. Work’s cablegram of Saturday re- 
questing such information. 

The resolution passed by the Senate 
was Offered by Senator Watson (Repub- 
lican), of Indiana. There was no de- 
bate. It now goes to the House for ac- 
tion. It provides for appointment of 
three senators and three representatives. 

Hoover Explains Wishes. 

Hoover, Dr. Work announced, in- 
formed him that he desired an inaugu- 
ral modeled after his program carried 
out in the inauguration four years ago 
of Calvin Coolidge. Col. Grant was im- 
mediately notified and it is understood 
that he and the committee will be gov- 
erned accordingly in discussing and 
initiating ideas and plans. 

Despite Hoover’ Sf presse desires en- 
thusiasm for an “old-fashioned” in- 
augural has in no way diminished, and 
civic leaders are hopeful that even if 
the President-elect does not accede to 
popular. demand and authorize a 
change in plans that a gigantic civic 
and semiofficial celeb.ation can be ar- 
ranged. 

Interest in the .nauguration not only 
is manifest here, but reports fron all 
over the Nation indicate that in every 
State there are crowds who want to 
come to Washington and take part in 
the ceremonies.

‘Japan Now Expected to De- 


mand Increase in Naval 
Power Quota. 


U. S. ASSURANCE SOUGHT 


Lugano, Dec. 10 (A.P.).—The famous 
5-5-3 ratio established Hy the Wash- 
ington conference for capital ships of 
the United States, Great Britian and 
Japan may cause difficulties during ap- 
proaching disarmament negatiations. 
Indications tonight were that strong 
efforts would be made to obtain con- 
vocation of a preparatory disarmament 
commission early next year, probably 
in February. 

The conviction was. expressed, 
ever, that the naval powers must ex- 
pedite the elimination of diffenences 
existing between them and agree on 
the types of cruisers and submarines to 
be subject to limitation. The impres- 
sion exists in international circles here 
that Japan is not 
for cruisers and 
ratio laid down 
battleships. 

The Japanese are understood to feel 
that the naval building of Great 
Britian and the United States will be 
of such amount as probably will not 
permit Japan to build up to the ratio 
of three accorded to her as against 
the five for the other powers. Never- 
theless many Japanese are convinced 
that Japanese public opinion , would 
insist on a ratio higher than three for 
their own country. Presumably the 
Japanese would ask for a slightly 
higher ratio, such as 3.6 or 3.7 as a 
matter of prestige. 

It is being remarked here also that 
France and Italy certainly would not 
accept the Washington ratio as apply- 
ing to cruisers and submarines. 

The whole problem of disarmament 
and its relations to the Kellogg pact 
has been thrown into informal discus- 
sion by today’s decision to discuss the 
feasibility of convoking the preparatory 
disarmament commission in February. 
Personal contact is declared to be one 
method of removing naval difficulties 
and this may come about informally 
when naval experts assemble in Ge- 
neva for the projected February con- 
ference. 

Another and more satisfactory way 
of attacking the problem is said by 
some European leaders to lie in the 
reception of some assurance that the 
United States would never help an ag- 
gressor nation and would not insist 
on her rights as a neutral in case of 
war between the League of Nations and 
an aggressor nation. 

It was emphasized today that as the 
nations renounced aggressive war un- 
der the Kellogg pact, the United States 
inferentially is committed to give no 


aid to an aggressor. In other words, 
this would mean no American inter- 


ference with British or other blockade 
undertaken at the behest of the League 
of Nations.

PRINCE IS SPEEDING 
ACROSS CONTINENT 


Heir to Throne, on Special 
Train, Hurries Last Lap of 
Trip From Africa. 


London, Dec. 11 (Tuesday, 5 a. m.) 
(A.P.).—During the early hours of 
this morning nothing was learned at 
Buckingham Palace of any change in 
King George’s condition since the evene- 
ing bulletin which roused anxiety in 
palace circles. 

There: was obviously deep disquie- 
tude, however, especially in view of the 
intimation from the king’s physicians 
that the stratn on his heart had been 
increased by a return of the general 
infection, There was no doubt that 
those attending the king were having 
an anxious time. 

The prevailing uneasiness was also 
fully reflected in the early editions 
of the morning papers which, without 
expressing at the time an alarmist 
view, did not conceal their anxicty. 

King Passed Quiet Day. 

London, Dec. 10 (A.P.).—Palace of- 
ficlals tonight were said in a eemi- 
official statement to be disquieted by 
the condition of King George. They 
took note of the fact reported in the 
night bulletin that the general infec- 
tion has returned in some measure. 

At the end of last week the phy- 
sicilans were able to report that the ine 
fection which had spread throughout 
the system of their royal) patient had 
become localized and that the king 
therefore was in a safer position. This 
situation now has been reversed. The 
spread of poison from the infected lurg 
to other parts of the system must have 
an effect on the heart, which already 
has undergone the strain of three 
weeks’ serious illness, and concern ace 
cordingly made itself felt. 

The evening bulletin was rather more 
informative than recent public state- 
ments and still dwelt upon the strain 
which prolongation of the infection 
is placing on the heart. It read: 

“His majesty had a quiet day. The 
signs in the lung have improved. The 
fever persists, although it is not so 
high as last evening arsf'4s due to 
some return of the general] infection 
which necessarily affects the condition 
of the heart.” 


Four Doctors in Consultation. 


Another fact tending to. aecentuate 
public anxiety was the fact that four 
physicians again were called into cone 
Sultation. The above bulletin was 
signed by Sir Stanley Hewett, Sir &. 
Farquhar Buzzard, Sir Humphrey 
Rolleston and Lord Dawson of Penn. 

The “anxiety” reported in the morte 
ing bulletin was explained tonight as 
being due to the action on the heart 
of some return of the general infection, 
although the actual condition of the 
lung had improved. 

Tonight great crowds assembled oute 
side the palace to await the bulletin 
despite ‘extremely cold weather. Ape 
prehension as to whether the king 
could continue much longer to wage 
a successful fight against his disease 
was evident in the mood of the wait- 
ing people. They are disposed to read 
more into these terse daily bulletins 
than perhaps is justified. 


Prince Hurrying to London. 


The wording of the night bulletin 
produced a slightly more hopeful ate

On the last lap of a 6,000-mile journey 
from equatorial Africa. To speed the 
heir to the British throne on his way to 
the bedside of King George, the railway 
authorities of Italy, Switzerland and 
Franoe had cleared their lines so that. 
nothing might delay his arrival at 
Boulogne, a brief one-hour voyage from 
the cliffs of England. 

The prince was quartered in a pri- 
vate car belonging to the heir to the 
Italian throne, Prince Umberto of 
Piedmont. The finest locomotives of 
Europe and crack train crews of three 
countries were being pressed into serv- 
ice to give him a right of way across 
Europe such as few people haye had in 
history. 

The whole journey of 1,322 miles 
from Brindisi, on the Adriatic, to Bou- 
logne, on the channel, was planned at 
@ speed of nearly 40 miles an hour for 
the entire distance, including stops and 
the laborious transalpine part of the 
trip. By daylight tomorrow the train 
probably will be well across Switzer- 
Jand and from then on it is expected 
to make a speed approaching that of 
the New York-to-Chicago express trains 
in the United States. 

Without mishap or delay the efforts 
of the Italian, Swiss and French Rail- 
way technicians shoyld land the 
prince in Boulogne by midnight Tues- 
day. If there is then no immediate 
emergency calling for his quick pres- 
ence at Buckingham Palace, the prince 
probably will rest until 7 a. m. Wed- 
nesday before steaming for either 
Dover or Folkestone on a British de- 
etroyer. 

But if the emergency exists he can 
be brought to London by 5 a, m. 
Wednesday. This schedule would call 
for a little more than an hour on the 
channel, a few minutes to reach a 
special train on the English side and 
a run of 95 minutes for the 77 miles 
to Victoria Station, in this city. It 
would require only 15 minutes for an 
automobile to rush him thence to 
Buckingham Palace. 


Will Avoid Ceremony. 


Without the emergency the prince 
would arrive here about 10 a, m. 
official statement issued this evening 
said that by his own expressed wish 
the arrival in London would be abso- 
lutely private and informal. 

There will be no ceremonies of any 
kind either at Dover. or at the Vic- 
toria Station in London.- No members 
of the royal family or representatives 
of the government will greet him and 
th» prince has given explicit instruc- 
tion that as far as possible all demon- 
strations are to be avoided. 

He desires to be able to step from 
hits train straight into his motor car. 
He then will decide, according to the 
latest news as to the condition of his 
father, whether he will drive first to 
his own residence or to Buckingham 
Palace. 

Engines Are Held Ready. 


Bir Godfrey Thomas, principal pri- 
vate secretary of the prince, led other 
members of his master’s London staff 
to Brindisi and made arrangements for 
the rysh ge from the Adriatic port.

MAN SLIDES DOWN CABLE 


New York, Dec. 10 (N.Y.W.N8.).~—- 
Terrified by a robber who attempted io 
rob her in a moving elevator, Miss 
Shirley Bregman. 21 years old, a book- 
keeper, stepped backward into the 
yawning shaft after she had escaped 
from the car, and was killed today when 
her body hurtled four stories to the 
basement. 


-daving deposited two checks totaling 
$2,000 at the Bank of America, Miss 
Bregman puylled her fur coat snugly 
about her figure and started back to 
the Geringer Light & Fixture Co. 

Her mother, Legh, was preparing a 
birthday dinner at the home in Brook- 
lyn, while her father, Herman, was 
shopping for a present. 

She never reached the office on the 
fifth floor c the loft building, where 
she had been employed. Shortly after 
she had pressed the elevator button 
her body was found, face down, at the 
bottom of the elevator shaft. 

Her skull was smashed, her neck 
broken, and a square cut diamond had 
been saken out of a black ring on the 
fourth finger of her left hand. 


Hits Operator on Head. 


When Miss Bregman had stepped into 
the elevator a short, dumpy man wear- 
ing @ cap with ear laps had followed 
her. He was described later as Martin 
Baylos, 28. who had received a suspend- 
ed sentence in 1919 for the theft of an 
automobile. 

The elevator operator, Arthur Becker, 
smiled and greeted her. Baylos re- 
mained silent. 

- Becker asked the stranger where he 
wanted to get off as he passed the sec- 
ond floor. Baylos shoved his hand into 
his pocket and took out a pistol. 

“Not getting off,” Baylos sald dryly, 
and brought the butt of the gun hard 
on Becker’s head. Stunned, Becker 
weakly pylled the lever, stopping the 
elevator at the fourth floor. 

Screaming, Miss Bregman sprang to 
the wooden gate, jerked it up, and ran 
into the empty shop room. 

Irving Dallek, proprietor of the Spring 
Furniture Co.. on the ground floor. 
hearing the cry, went to the elevator 
entrance and looked up the shaft. 
Becker had apparently started the 
elevator upward, because Dallek saw it 
moving from the fifth floor.

Invited to Ride in Her Auto, 
He Confesses Attack, and 
Murder With Stone. 


FINGERPRINTS TRAP HIM 


Sheridan, Mich., Dec. 10 (A.P.).—The 
memory of a classroom reprimand 
three years ago prompted Jimmy Dea- 
cons, 16-year-old student, to attack 
and kill Miss Flossie Carter, 27-year- 
old school teacher, the boy confessed 
to State police today. 

The boy said he killed the teacher 
because she cuffed him for throwing 
paper wads. 

Deacons told Capt. Fred Armstrong 
of the State police that after having 
been invited to ride in Miss Carter's 
automobile, he dazed her with a blow 
from his fist, and then, realizing what 
he had done, killed her with a stone, 

The slaying occurred Friday night 
on a little-used road just beyond the 
Sheridan Village limits. Miss Carter's 
body was discovered yesterday after- 
noon by Roy Collier, a 15-year-old boy 
who lives a quarter of a mile from 
where Deacons drove the car after kill- 
ing its owner. 


“Got Mad” Suddenly. 


Deacons, an eighth-grade pupil, was 
taken from the school this forenoon to 
be questioned by Capt. Armstrong. He 
said Miss Carter asked him if he 
wanted to ride with her, as she drove 
past his farm home. They drove 
through Sheridan and then into the 
open country. 

“She had to stop for something and 
I don't know what happened to me,” 
he said. “I got mad all of a sudden 
and hit her with my fist. Then I hit 
her again and she dropped back, 
faint.” 

“We wrestled around for a few mo- 
ments and then I realized that if she 
told on me I'd be in a bad fix. I got 
out of the car, found a big stone and 
climbed back on the driver's side I 
pushed her over and hit her with the 
stone. I threw the stone Ino a creek 
nearby and then started to run away. I 
went back. I knew ] couldn't leave the 
car there so I drove down the road a lit- 
tle way to the old Sidney road, ran the 
car in there and Jeft it.” 


Boy Suspect Is Freed. 


Deacons protested his innocence 
when he was taken from the school- 
room and confessed only after he had 
been told that fingerprints found on 
Miss Carter’s automobile carrespond 
with his own. He refused to tell his 
story, hawever, until his mother and 
father were present. 

Later he supplemented his confession 
with a forma] statement differing only 
slightly in detail. In the second state- 
ment he said he had asked Miss Carter 
to take him to his muskrat traps which 
were on her way home. 

Immediately after Deacons’ confes- 
sion Lee Bracy, 19-year-old Olivet Col- 
lege freshman, who was arrested Sun- 
day night in connection with the slay- 
ing, was released. 

Beside the body, which was found by 
Ray Collier, 14-year-old hiker, there 
was a note. It read: “I did this my- 
self. Please don't blame any one else— 
Miss Carter.” 

The handwriting resembled that of 
Miss Carter, but friends declared it 
was not hers, The note was written 
on an envelope addressed by her.

400 in Factory Menaced, 
Report Says, by One 
Who Tried to Die. 

Newark, N. J., Dec. 10 (N.Y.W.NSS.). 
Four hundred girls, employed by the 


Gold Seal Manufacturing Co., makers 


of radio tubes, fled to the street to- 
day, when escaping gas fumes ovefr- 
came five girls and caused more than 
a score to faint. 

Tonight police were investigating a 
report that Mrs Sophie Weiss, 23, the 
first in the plant to collapse and still 
in the city hospital receiving treat- 
ment for hysteria. might have tried 
to commit suicide. Police said they had 
heard she had made two previous at- 
tempts on her life 

As Mrs. Weiss collapsed and fell 
backward in her chair at her work- 
bench, several other girls were over- 
come by the fumes. Ambulance sur- 
geons reported they had treated at 
least twenty girls for fainting. 

The plant was closed and the work- 
ers sent home. The plant uses illuml- 
nating and neon gas in making the 
tubes. The five girls taken to city 
hospital were treated and then sent 
home.

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Bogota, Dec. 10 (A.P.).—Homes of 
Several American families in Sevilla, in 
the heart of the region affected by the 
strike of banana plantation workers, 
were saved from looting yesterday when 
troops arrived and dispersed a mob 
that was attacking the Americans. 

The latter had defended their homes 
for five hours, but the strikers were 
about to rush the places with machetes 


_ when the soldiers reached the scene. 


Private dispatches stated that three 
soldiers and several members of the 
mob were wounded, and that 150 of the 
jatter were taken prisoner. 

Both governmental and private ad- 
vices agreed that the discordant ele- 
ments have been rounded up near Se- 
villa. The official comrhunique today 
said that the troops have closed all 
avenues of escape, being in control at 
Sevilla, Rio Frio, Aracataca and Pun- 
dGacion.

Ex- 
portation of bananas to the United 
States from the affected district has 
been suspended for lack of workers to 
load the boats. The military authori- 
ties are taking measures to assure 
against disorder.

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Paraguay-Bolivia Envoys — 
Cordial Despite War Cloud 
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Minister de Medina and Dr. Juan V. Ramirez Chat To- 
gether at Pan-American Conference, While Former 
Refers to Latter as ““My Good Friend.”’ 


While Bolivia and Paraguay are on 
the verge of open war, the envoys of 
the two South American Republics in 
Washington, Minister Eduardo Diez de 
Medina, of Bolivia, and Dr. Juan V. 
Ramirez, charge d’affaires ad interim, 
of Paraguay, remain excellent friends 
whose personal esteem for each other 
has not been affected by the boundary 
dispute of their respective countries. 

This attitude was made clear yes- 
terday both by Minister de Medina and 
Dr. Ramirez, who met and talked cor- 
dially at the morning session of the 
International Conference of Ameri- 
can States on Concillation and 
Arbitration, and later attended a spe- 
cial meeting called by the conference 
to consider the Bolivian-Paraguan con- 
troversy. 

When Minister de Medina spoke of 
the Paraguayan diplomat, he used the 
words “my good friend” and he used 
them with an emphasis that left no 


doubt as to their cincerity. Dr. 
Ramirez, in turn, let it be known that 
he was an admirer of the Bolivian 
Minister, and that they had met four 
years ago in Asuncion. 

Minister de Medina at that time was 
representing his country at ceremonies 
marking the inauguration of Dr. Eligio 
Ayala as President of Paraguay. In this 
way he became acquainted not only 
with the future Paraguayan charge 
d’affaires at Washington, but also with 
Dr. Ayala, who is now in the Capital 
as a delegate from his country to the 
international country. Dr. Ramirez, 
during the inauguration ceremonies in 
Ascuncion, was acting as chief of 
capitol police, a position corresponding 
roughly to that occupied in the United 
States by the chairman of a presiden- 
tial inaugural. Through the nature of 
his duties Dr. Ramirez became well ac- 
quainted with the foreign envoys at- 
tending the inauguration, among them 
Mr. de Medina.

huge Manhattan drug supply which 
friends of Rothstein have been sending 
to Chicago since the opening of the in- 
quiry into the unsolved murder of the 
Broadway gambler. 

She gave addresses of men in Chicago 
said to be involved and revealed tele- 


phone numbers in the Wabash ex- 
change where the Middle Western 
agents of the sinister figure of the 
White Way made their headquarters in 
Chicago’s Loop. 

By telephone, as the locations of the 
Chicago dope centers were revealed, 
orders for raids were sent forth to Chi- 
cago operators by Allen from the Man- 
hattan Federal Building. 

It was the girl’s testimony, plus the 
incriminating account of overheard 
telephone conversations revealed by the 
Federal narcotic agents, which caused 
the Federal grand jury to return nar- 
cotic indictments in four counts 
against Joseph Unger. Unger, a Broad- 
way figure of many aliases, was still in 
the Buffalo Jail tonight, where he had 
been since he was taken In yellow silk 
pajamas and camel’s hair dressing 
gown, from his berth in the Chicago- 
bound Twentieth Century. 

Assistant United States Attorney Al- 
vin McK. Sylvester left New York {for 
Buffalo tonight and expects to return 


tomorrow with the man who is be- 
lieved to hold the key to Rothstein's 
narcotic activities. 

The indictment of Unger, which 
named Mrs. Boyd as a coconsplirator, 
precipitated three sudden moves when 
it was presented to Federal Judge 
Francis A. Winslow. 

The Republican Federal judge tossed 
a bit more fuel on the flames of po- 
litical jealousy by taking a backhanded 
crack at the inability of the city au- 
thorities to prosecute the Rothstein 
case in the light of the Federal agents’ 
SUCCESS. 

Simultaneously two detectives from 
Police Commissioner Warren's homicide 
squad dashed into the Federal offices 
to confirm reports that the narcotic 
agents, going through the files of Roth- 
stein, had found two folders, one label- 
ed “Dorothy King” and the other 
“Loulsa Lawson.” 

“Folders, whose inscription indl- 
cated clearly that they contained ma- 
terial relating to the slain Dot King 
and Louise Lawson, were found among 
Rothsteins effects,” Federal authori- 
ties declared. “The Dot King folder 
had been looted before we had a 
chance to examine it.”

States Attorney Tuttle said _ tifts 
morning that he had had a long con- 
ference at his home last night with 
Col. L. G. Nutt, of Washington, dep- 
uty commissioner in charge of nar- 
cotic law enforcement; Representative 
Stephen D. Porter, of the foreign re- 
lations committee, and Assistant Fed- 
eral Attorney Blake.

aboard the big ship, which was calling 
at the first port since leaving Boston. 

The Celtic’s captain, seizing a 
chance during a lull in the dark hours 
of this morning, was almost in sate 
waters when a violent gust swung the 
liner upon the rocks with a crash 
which shook the ship fearfully. The 
worst damage was in the engine room 
and how some of the men _ there 
escaped is extraordinary. 

Tenders brought the passengers 
ashore at Cobh. Later they proceeded 
by special:train to Dublin en route 
to Kingstown and Holyhead, 

Latest reports from the vessel stated 
that her No. 3 hold was under 12 feet 
of water, Nos. 3 and 4 stokeholds under 
11 feet and the after stokehold under 
4 feet. The engine room had 3 feet 
of water over her tank top and the 
No. 10 double-bottomed tank was full. 
There was no steam aboard. 

Breakfast for Passengers. 

John Keown, one of the crew of the 
Vestris, who was en route to his home 
in Liverpool, remarked that it was 
exactly four weeks ago today that he 
was shipwrecked on the Vestris and was 
saved after fifteen hours in the water.

Little Excitement Aboard. 

The vessel was forced on by wind and 
sea to a rocky ground. known as the 
Cow and Calf. Most of the passengers 
were abed except about seventy who 
had planned to land at Cobh, but al- 
most all aboard knew that something 
menacing had happened. At times the 
liner rocked from side to side and it 
Was apparent to all that she had 
stopped forward motion. Soon it was 
learned that she was stuck hard and 
fast and was taking in water ragidly 
in some of the holds. Nevertheless 
there was very little excitement aboard 
and excellent order prevailed. 

The passengers saved their hand bag- 
gage for the most part, but their heavy 
baggage is yet to be brought ashore. 
The Celtic had huge quantities of 
Christmas mail aboard, more than 700 
sacks for Ireland alone. 

One of the passengers, John Mc- 
Manus, going home to Arigna, Ros- 
common, said that the men behaved 
splendidly as a whole and insisted on 
women and children being first. The 
lifeboats were swung out in readiness, 
the crew was lined up to man the boats 
and the passengers marshaled to their 
proper positions. Then word was 
passed that the vessel was in no imme- 
diate danger and the breakfast gong 
rang out its pleasant signal. A few 
minutes later the passengers sat down 
to a good breakfast and soon were tak- 
en off on the tenders.

the pacific settlement of their national 
differences, unanimously resolves: 

“1. To express to the governments 
of the sister republics of Bolivia amd 
Paraguay the keen desire and the hope 
that it entertains that their present 
differences shall be arranged pacifically 
and in a spirit of justice, concord and 
fraternity. 

“2. That it conveys in a cordial and 
respectful manner to those govern- 
ménts, in conformity with the tradition 
of this continent and with the prac- 
tices guaranteed in modern interna- 
tional law, that nations under circum’ 
stances such as the present have at 
their disposal organisms and means 
adequate and efficient to find solutions 
which harmonize the preservation of 
peace with the rights of states. 

“3. To transmit this resolution by 
telegraph to the governments of Bo- 
livia and Paraguay. 

“4. To form a committee charged 
with the duty of advising the confer- 
ence with respect to the concillatory 
action which, if necessary, it might 
render, cooperating with the instru- 
mentalities now employed in the 
friendly solution of the problem.” 

Secretary Kellogg, as chairman of the 
conference, then announced that he 
had appointed the following committee, 
in accordance with the resolution of 
Dr. Maurtua: 

Dr. Victor M. Maurtua, Peru; Dr. 
Orestes Ferrara, Cuba; Dr. Manuel 
Foster, Chile; «S. Gurgel do Amaral, 
Brazil, and Charlesg Evans Hughes, 
United States. 


Envoys of Conflicting Nations Attend. 


This committee met at 5 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon. Meantime it had 
been decided to include the ministers 
from Bolivia and Paraguay as members 
of the committee as soon as these dip- 
lomats had obtained authority from 
thelr respective governments to 
ciate, 

Don Eduardo Diez de Medina, the 
delegate from Bolivia to the conference, 
and Dr. Eligio Ayala, delegate from 
Paraguay, attended yesterday’s meet- 
ing, but were seated some distance 
Dr. Ayala served as 
president of Paraguay for the constitu- 
tional term of 1924-28. Senor Medina 
has on three occasions been minister 
for foreign affairs in his country prior 
to becoming Bolivian minister to the 
United States. 

The special committee dealing with 
the war threat between Bolivia and 
Paraguay met and discussed the situa- 
tion for an hour, after which it was 
decided to gather data upon the con- 
flict and await word from the two gov- 
ernments. Dr. Juan V. Ramirez, charge 
d’affaires for Paraguay, informed the 
his country had au- 
thorized Dr. Avala, the Paraguayan 
delegate, to cooperate with the com- 
mittee in its efforts to solve the prob- 
lem. Bolivia. however, had not 
heard from. 

The prompt action of the conference 
in taking up the.threatened conflict be- 
tween Bolivia and Paraguay had the 
effect of harmonizing those portions 
of President Coolidge’s speecn and the 
speech of Secretary Keilogg which oth- 
erwise would Nave implied ignoring the 
obvious war threat. 

“From the earliest period of their in- 
dependent existence,” the President 
sald, “the Americans have held an ad- 
vanced position in their advocacy of 
the orderly settlement of international 
disputes. It is a record calcuiated to 
stir the pride of all those who love 
peace and justice.” 


Kellogg Makes Speech. 


Secretary Kellogg, in his address ac- 
cepting the permanent chairmanship. 
Said in part: 

“It must be a source of great satis- 
faction to all of us to know that what- 
ever we may be able to do to carry for- 
ward the principles of conciliation and 
arbitration will receive the enthusiastic 
support of the nations that we repre- 
sent. At no time in history has the 
movement for these principles acquired 
such strength as at the present mo- 
ment. 

“There ig a real popular clamor for 
agreement renouncing War as an in- 
strument of national policy and for 
the establishment of machinery which 
will assure the pacific settlement of 
international disputes.” 

Latest press dispatches from Bolivia, 
however, carried the news thar Bolivi- 
ans, with indicated unanimity, were 
parading the streets demanding war 
against Paraguay. The attitude of Par- 
aguey, On the other hand, appears more 
favorable to arbitration. especially as 
Bolivia has a preponderance of mili- 
tary strength.

There is a commission from Bolivia 
and a commission from Paraguay now 
meeting in Buenos Aires, Argentina, ior 
the purpose of adjusting the boundary 
dispute which brought about the 
clash. Argentina, however, is not rep- 
resented at the present conference 
here, being the only Latin-American 
country: not to attend. It is therefore 
not believed that the atmosphere in 
Buenos Aires will be favorable to set- 
tlement of the present. dispute. 

The first work of the conference yes- 
terday, after Secretary Kellogg had 
been elected permanent chairman by 
acclamation, was the appojntment o7 
a committee on credentials and ar- 
rangements for the seating of dele- 
gates by lot. so that the delicate prob- 
lem of precedence could depend ‘upon 
the drawing of slips rather than by 
design Two genera] committees, one 
on conciliation and another on arbi- 
tration, were then named, each dele- 
gation to have representation on each 
Committee meetings begin today. 

President Coolidge entertained the 
delegates at a White House dinner, fol- 
lowed by a reception Jast evening. 


Paraguay May Raise 
Ramirez to Minister 


Dr. Juan V. Ramirez, charge d’affaires 
ad interim of the Paraguayan Legation, 
may be raised to the rank of minister 
in the near future, it was learned here 
last night, following indications that 
Paraguay will accredit an envoy of min- 
isterial position to the United States. 

Dr Ramirez has held his. present post 
here since September, 1925. when he 
succeeded Dr. Eusibio Ayala, who had 
been- minister at Washington. It will 
be recalled that both Dr. Ayala and his 
predecessor, Minister Manuel Gondra, 
had served terms. as president of. Pars- 
guay. Dr. Ramirez, an exception to this 
policy of the South American republic, 
has nevertheless held important diplo- 
matic posts. Before coming to the 
United States, he acted as charge d’af- 
faires of his country’s mission at Lima, 
Peru.

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The text of the address of President 
Coolidge before the Pan-American Con- 
ference on Arbitration and Conciliation 
yesterday, follows: 


Gentlemen of the Conference: 

It is to no ordinary occasion that I 
am privileged as President of the United 
States to bid you welcome. There are 
represented here 20 nations of the 
Western Hemisphere, who have a com- 
mon purpose to advance the cause of 
civilization by substituting the obliga~ 
tion of reason for the coercion of 
force. It is an effort to raise. human- 
ity to a higher level of existence, where 
nations may dwell together In peace 
and harmory according to the. princi- 
ples of liberty and equality under the 
fostering influence of justice and 
equity. It is impossible to conceive of 
@ more inspiring motive for an inter- 
national conference. Here is no shad- 
ow of past conflict and no thought of 
future conquest. All is peace, and all 
thoughts are bent on establishing a 
better method through which a higher 
degree of justice may be done each to 
the other. 

From the earllest period of their in- 
dependent existence the Americans have 
held an advanced position in their ad- 
vocacy of the orderly settlement of in- 
ternational disputes. It is a record cal- 
culated to stir the pride of all of those 
who love peace and justice. The world 
has had no more devoted adherents to 
the principle of arbitration. The coun- 
tries of South America led all the world 
in their contribution to this cause. The 
treaties of 1822 of Greater Colombia 
with Peru and with Chile, of 1823 with 
Mexico, and of 1825 with Central 
America, set new standards in the con- 
duct of international relations. It is 
a notable and significant fact that at 
the first conference of a Pan-American 
character, held at Panama in 1826, a 
treaty was signed which declared: 

“The contracting parties solemnly 
obligate and bind themselves amicably 
to compromise among themselves all 
differences now existing or which may 
arise in the future, and in case no set- 
tlement can be reached between the 
disagreeing powers the question shall 
be taken for settlement to the judg- 
ment of the assembly, whose decision 
shall, however, not be obligatory un- 
less said powers shall have expressly 
agreed that it shall be.” 


Early for Conciliation. 


History clearly asserts that at this

early period the republics of America 
made both concillation and arbitration 
integral parts of their national policy 
What contributes even more remarka- 
bly to their force is the fact that this 
was done at a time when these two 
principles were practically unknown in 
other sections of the world 

It is, moreover, a most notable cir- 
|cumstance that whenever the nations 
of America have assembled they have 
given preferential attention to the 
peaceful settlement of the questions 
arising among them. have already re- 
| ferred to the labors of the Congress of 
| Panama. The Congress of Lima of 1847 
| established the principle that all differ. 
|} ences that may arise between two or 
;more of the American republics shall 
| be settled without recourse to force 
and that if the parties can not reach 
|an agreement by diplomatic negotia- 
| tions or through the interposition of 
| the good offices of other nations for the 
| purpose of conciliation, such questions 
'shall be submitted to the arbitral deci- 
‘sion of one of the republics or to a 
'congress of plenipotentiaries. 
| Declarations of a similar nature vere 
/made at the Congress of Santiago of 
| 1856, the Congress of Lima of 1864, the 
| Congress of Caracas of 1883 and at the 
,series of international conferences of 
'American states beginning with the 
|} conference of Washington in 1889 and 


‘including the recent conference at Ha- | 


vana in January of the present year. 

Nor has the United States been re- 
| miss in the furtherance of these great 
| principles. As early as 1794 In a treaty 
'with Great Britain, usually referred to 
|} as the “Jay Treaty.” it became the privi- 
| lege of this Government to introduce 
'Into modern diplomacy the principle of 
|arbitration, and throughout the period 
of nearly a century and a half which 
has elapsed since that time we have 
supported our sister republics in up- 
holding this great cause. 


Many Delicate Questions. 


It is a mistake to suppose that 
was much easier to adopt conciliation 
and arbitration on the American Con- 
tinent because of the absence of any 
outstanding inter-American disputes. 
The history of this continent discloses 
the presence of as large a number of 
difficult and delicate questions as in any 
other section of the world. The uncer- 
tainty of the boundaries of the Ameri- 
can states after their successive decla- 
rations of indepedence. from Spain and 
Portgual gave rise to a large number of 
territorial disputes which belong to the 
Class usually arousing the most deeply 
rooted national feeling. 

The fact that most of these have been 
settled by direct negotiation, concilia- 
tion and arbitration will forever be one 
of the glories of the Americas as well 
as a constant reminder that the nations 
of this continent have dedicated them- 
selves to the ideals of peace and are 
willing to exercise the self-control and 
make the sacrifices which the mainte- 
nance of these ideals imposes. 

Some of the countries here repre- 
sented have added further strength to 
the principle of ‘arbitration by making 
it a fundamental tenet of their political 
constitutions. Among these are Vene- 
zuela, Ecuador, the Dominican Republic, 
Brazil and Uruguay, who have set an 
example by raising the arbitration of 
international disputes to the dignity 
of a mandatory constitutional principle 

It may be said, therefore, that the 
foundations for your work have been 
laid by the unbroken practice ahd pol- 
icy of the American republics In the 
domain of investigation, medtation. 
conciliation and arbitration, a long se- 
ries of bilateral and multilateral trea- 
ties represent the milestones which 
mark the way to future progress) The 
importance and significance of your 
work is enhanced by the recent move- 
ment for the renunciation of war as a 
principle of national policy, which by 
necessary implication ‘nvolves recourse 
to the orderly processes leading up to 
arbitration. 3 


Peaceful Character Developed. 


It is by the adherence to. such 
methods that nations. as well. as men 
develop a peaceful character. In a 
civilized community. functioning under 
an established government the individ- 
ual has no. necessity for taking the law 
into his own hands. Tribunals have 
been established for the: purpose. of 
doing justice between man and man. 
so that when some one feels he has 
suffered a wrong he, Has a process by 
which those who have wronged him 
can be summoned to the bar of justice 
and ordered to make reparation. When 
this principle has been well éstablished 
when it has had ‘the benefit of experi- 
ence, it becomes so much a habit of 
thought that the people feel no in- 
clination to resort to some method of 
direct and personal actfon. To do so 
would be to stamp themselves as dan- 
gerous persons, and they would feel 
active disapprobation, probably | in- 
flicted with the penalties which organ- 
ized society bestows upon violators of 
the public will. 

The great value of the plan for arbi- 
tration lies in the faet that it both 
furnishes khowteces -and assurance 
that differences will be adjusted and 
also adjusts them, This has a very 
large: influence on the public temper 
Nations do not explode all. at once. with- 
out any. previous warning and begin 
to attack each other. Such action 
comes as the culmination of a. long 
series of irritating incidents. .[f these 
are adjusted as they arise, there js no 
fuel to feed the explosive elements 
when some difference of. larger. im- 
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terms that war between them is almost 
impossible. \ 


Hasty Action Disappearing. 


Slowly but surely modern thought is 
bringing the different nations of the 
world to corresponding standards. 
Governments are coming to see that it 
is by no means in derogation of their 
dignity to submit their differences with 
each other to the decision of an im- 
partial tribunal. The disposition to 
pursue hasty action is disappearing. 
The desire to bring differences to 
mutual accord and satisfaction by 
negotiation, rather than by conflict, is 
more and more apparent. We shall 
greatly promote this spirit if we pro- 
vide curselves before the event with 
the necessary judicial machinery and 
promulgate rules of procedure to gov- 
ern the composing of differences. 


Neither individuals nor nations could 
make much progress in ‘this direction 
if, when a dispute arose, it was neces- 
sary to establish a tribunal and de- 
termine on the rules of action before 
anything could be done aBout the 
real controversy. To be compelled to 
stop to go through that process world 
probably result in having not one dis- 
pute, but many differences of opinion. 
An implement becomes manifoldly 
more valuable if it is already at hand 
when needed. 

Rut in discussing ways and means of 
procedure we should not overlook the 
tremendous significance that attaches 
to this conference. It has come into 
existence because the governments and 
the people which it represents want 
pace and justice with each other. 


has sent its delegates because it is 
animated with that spirit. All have 
come voluntarily wit: a fixed desire 
to contribute to that end. The pub- 
lication to the world of that fact alone 
is resplendent with a new hope of 
peace and good will. Its deepest mean- 
ing lies in the undisputed ability of 
mankind slowly but surely to secure 
what they most want. 

It is in this part of the world that 
this movement has the greatest prom- 
ise of success. The people of the West- 
ern Hemispher have been bred for 
generations to cherish, not animosities, 
but deep and abiding friendship for 
each other. There is not a nation 
among us that can not point to a long 
list of friendly offices that have been 


have no historic and inbred hatreds. 
As we look across the boundary lines 
of each other we do not -t hold any 
great array of armaments declarative 
of a hostile {ntent, but rather the 
peaceful occupations of people prepar- 
ing to benefit each other by the mu- 
tual exchanges of a benign commerce 

Happily, all the advantages of devel- 
opment and trade lie on the side of 
concord and tranquility. Such rival- 
ries as we entertain are not of a 
hostile nature, but the beneficial strife 
of the market place carried on to de- 
termine who can give the largest por- 
tion of our mutual production for the 
smallest price in return. In this con- 
tesi the vanquished often receive the 
| largest spoils. 

These present prospects and these in- 
'spiring records of the past place upon 
(us of this generation a heavy responsi- 
| bility. We must not only maintain the 
| traditional policy established by the 
| founders of our republics, but we must 
also carry the procedure of concillation 
| and arbitration to a new and higher 
| sphere, The world has the “ight to ex- 
| pect that the mission undertaken by 
| the early statesmen of this continent 
| shall be carried to completion. Our 
| history, our national ideals and the

standards of 
course make this a solemn obligation 
Gentlemen of the conference, lovers 
of peace throughout the world will fol- 
low your deliberations with the deepest 
interest and with the highest hopes. It 
is with an abiding faith in the mission 
of Pan America as the standard bearer 
of peace and good will that I wish you 
the fullest measure of success in the 
discharge of the important duties that 
have been intrusted to your keeping.

THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 


President Coolidge’s speech before the 
Pan-American Conference on Arbitration 
and Conciliation came at a moment when 
the peace of two South American repub- 
lics threatens to be shattered. In Wash- 
ington delegates from 20 South American 
nations are considering how best to 
perpetuate the ideal of peaceful settle- 
ment of disputes that has obtained for 
many years. In Bolivia and Paraguay, 
diplomatic relationships be- 
tween the governments have been severed 
and an excited Bolivian populace is de- 
manding war. It is a time when cool | 
heads should prevail—when the counsel 
of President Coolidge should be trans- 
lated into action. 

The nations on this hemisphere can 
keep peace if they want to. “History 
clearly asserts,” said Mr. Coolidge yester- 
day, “that from the earliest period of 
their independent existence the republics 


‘of America made both conciliation and 
' arbitration integral parts of their na- 


“4 tional policy. 
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Whenever the nations of 
America have assembled they have given 
preferential attention to the peaceful 
settlement of the questions arising among 
them. It is a mistake to suppose that it 
was much easier to adopt conciliation and 
arbitration on the American continent 
because of the absence of any outstanding 
inter-American disputes. The history of 
this continent discloses the presence of 
as large a number of difficult and delicate 
questions as in any other section of the 
world.” 

Mr. Coolidge called attention to the 
fact that the successive declarations of 
independence from Spain and Portugal 
gave rise to a number of territorial dis- 
putes which belong to the class generally 
arousing the most deep-rooted national 
feeling. “The fact that most of these 
have been settled by direct negotiation, 
conciliation and arbitration,” he said, 
*“‘will forever be one of the glories of the 
Americas as well as a constant reminder 
that the nations of this continent have 
dedicated themselves to the ideals of 
peace and are willing to exercise the self- 
control and make the sacrifices which the 
maintenance of these ideals imposes.” 

The great value of a plan for arbitra- 
tion and conciliation, said the President, 
lies in the fact that it “furnishes knowl- 
edge and assurance that differences will 
be adjusted and also adjusts them.” A 
man living in a civilized community has 
no desire to resort to force when he feels 
he has been wronged for he knows that 
courts are provided before which those 
who have wronged him can be brought 
and forced to make reparation. A plan 
for conciliation and arbitration takes the 
place, in the life of a nation, of a court of 
law in the life on an individual. It pro- 
vides a mechanism by which disputes can 
be settled as they arise, and before, one 
piled on another, they serve to arouse 
public temper to a point where it demands 
forceful action. “Governments,” said the 
President, “are coming to realize that it

The dispute between Bolivia and Para- 
-guay stands as a test of whether con- 
' eciliation and arbitration or armed hostili- 
ties are to prevail in cases of dispute 
_ between nations on this hemisphere. The 
_ ease is absolutely susceptible to arbitra- 
tion. If peace by agreement and law is 
_ practicable at all, it is practicable in this 
ease. Beside the earlier issues that have 


‘been settled by arbitration and. concilia- 


ti ‘ion, this one appears petty. It could be 
“settled by a commission, provided the na- 
§ involved were willing - and- ready. 
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“We must not ‘only alienate the faa. 
tional policy established by the founders 
of our republics,” said the President yes- 
terday, “but we must carry the pro- 
cedure of arbitration and conciliation to 
a new and higher sphere.” Bolivia and 
Paraguay should heed this counsel. 


HEALTH OF THE PRESIDENTS. 


In his letter to the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
for publication on its fiftieth” anniversary, 
President Coolidge favors the idea of provid- 
ing @ summer home for future Presidents 
somewhere in the mountains not far from 
Washington, He comments on the fact that 
he is ‘‘at least the healthiest President that 
the country has ever had.” No one can de- 
prive him of that distinction. Coming into 
office immediately following two Presidents 
who died as a result of the strain and fatigue 
of the Presidency, President Coolidge’s health 
naturally was a matter of immediate concern. 
He had never been a particularly robust per- 
son; his immediate opposition to the several 
suggestions that the President’s official duties 
be lightened was looked upon with disquiet. 
Nevertheless, he has served the Nation through 
seven critical years without a single case of 
serious illness. 

His recipe for health is simple. Live regu- 
larly, get sufficient rest and partake of regu- 
lar exercise, he says, and even the Presidency 
will not break a man down. His advice should 
be followed by his successors, and it is to be 
hoped that future Presidents will have the 
place of recreation in the mountains near 
Washington that he suggests. 

If Congress determines to act upon the sug- 
gestion, its task probably will be one of se- 
lection. Time and again persons of means 
have indicated a desire to give property to the 
Government for use by the President or Vice 
President, stipulating only that the Govern- 
ment undertake to keep the property up. 
President Coolidge’s suggestion doubtless will 
be followed by a flood of such offers. Whether 
or not any will be accepted is another matter, 
It may be found necessary, to prevent jealousy 
and dissatisfaction, to refuse them all and 
undertake to build such a retreat, if the projJ- 
ect fs considered advisable, with Government 
funds. Surely, no matter what the cost, the 
investment would pay handsome dividends in 
the form of improved health of the Chief 
Executive. 


NEW ACCIDENT PSYCHOLOGY. 


New York has inaugurated a movement to 
prevent highway accidents by ridiculing care- 
lessness. The plan, anftfoOunced with the or- 
ganization of the ‘“‘Stay Alive Club of America” 
at Albany, is based on the belief that efforts 
in the past to secure safety through education 
have been too matter-of-fact. The society 
seeks a membership of 20,000,000 registered 
motorists to assist in seeking out the causes of 
accidents and in making them not only in- 
structive but entertaining. 

Promotion of safety in driving and walking 
on public streets and highways is the chief 
purpose of the organization. Its members set 
out ‘‘to keep themselves from killing anybody, 
and protect themselves from being killed by 
anyone else.”” The club will also promote con- 
siderate and courteous behavior on the part of 
all persons using the public streets “‘to the end 
that human Jives may ‘be saved.”’ 

The textbook of the club will be ‘‘Stay Alive” 
by Marcus A. Dow, former president of the Na- 
tional Safety Council. In it he humorously 
tells how to get into 30 different kinds of mo- 
tor accidents, and likewise explains how to keep 
out of them. The organization has also adopt- 
ed an emblem, consisting of a steering wheel 
combined with four initial letters. ‘“S”’ signi- 
fies ‘“‘Safety for yourself, your family, your 
neighbors and your car.” ‘A’ stands for 
“Alertness while driving or walking on the 
streets and highways of America.” ‘“‘C,’’ Care- 
fulness and courtesy in the operation of all 
motor vehicles;” and “A,’’ Abolition of all 
avoidable automobile accidents.’ 

Present methods of educating the motorists 
of this country against accidents have not 
proved successful. Deaths and serious injury 
from this cause are on the increase. It is esti- 
mated that someone is kiHled or seriously in- 
jured every half minute and that property 
damage from highway crashes totals $700,000,- 
000 per year. ‘The toll since 1921 is 100,000 
killed and more than 3,500,000 maimed. 

Some new method of making the ‘public con- 
scious of these facts is badly needed. Whether 
or not this new attack on the problem will 
prove effective remains to be seen. The plan 
seems promising, however, and should be given 
a fair trial. 


VACCINATION AND IMMUNITY. 

Some time ago the Institute of Medicine of 
Chicago appointed a committee of clinical and 
hygienic experts to make a survey of the com- 
municable disease situation. The Journal of 
the American Medical Association, comment- 
ing on the conclusions drawn from this sur- 
vey, says that they deserve wide consideration 
because they are applicable to a much broader 
field than Chicago... During 1926, one of the 
three years taken into consideration, more 
than 7,600 deaths from communicable diseases 
were reported in Chicago. 
idea of the significance of the task and the 
desirability of the survey,’’ says the journal, 
“and permits a forecast of 40,000 cases annu- 
ally of the 18 diseases selected for considera- 
tion.”’ 

The survey showed that the numbers for 
the individual disorders showed a declining 
trend for all diseases except chickenpox, 
measles and German measles. Similarly, there 
were declining trends in the death reports for 
all communicable diseases except encephalitis, 
chickenpox and smallpox. The report adds 
its recognition of the proved value of immuni- 
zation by toxin-antitoxin in the ‘control of 
diphtheria. It ‘urges that-physicians in prac- 
tice should assume their rightful share of re- 
sponsibility in the community for the.control 
of ‘communicable diseases, especially in the 
preschool group of children, and make special 
efforts to secure immunization of their patients 
against | smallpox and Cipkgherte: Refore” Broa 4 
reach the school. age.

The report of the Surgeon 
General of the United States, for example, for 
the fiscal year 1928, discloses that there were 
close to 34,000 cases of smallpox in the United 
States In the calendar year 1927. This con- 
stitutes a sad commentary on public gullibility, 
for it has been demonstrated without question 
that vaccination prevents smallpox, and it is 
largely as a result of the specious arguments 
advanced by the antivaccinationists that a 
large part of the American public remains 
without this protection, Pointing out that the 


United States had the unenviable distinction 
of reporting more cases of smallpox during 
the year than any other country in the world 
the Surgeon General

Smallpox continues to be unduly preva- 
lent in spite of the fact that an efficacious 
method of prevention is known. It is 
difficult to understand why this condition 
is allowed to continue year after year. A 
large percentage of the property in the 
country is insured against loss by fire, 
and a man who fails to provide for his 
family by taking out life insurance is 
censured; yet, when smallpox is intro- 
duced into a community in the United 
States it usually finds many victims who 
have never been vaccinated and others 
who have not been vaccinated for many 
years. 


The medical profession is not to blame. It 
has labored hard and long in an attempt to 
impress upon the public the value of vaccina- 
tion and immunization. It would be a splendid 
thing if, following the suggestion of the Medi- 
cal Journal, the medical profession would 
double its efforts to spread the gospel of vac- 
cination and immunization, but there also 
exists a need for redoubled cooperation on the 
part of ‘the public, especially the parents of 
children of preschool and school age.

VAST SAVINGS OF AMERICANS, 


Reformers who see great and prosperous 
America being corrupted by its wealth must be 
discouraged indced by the report of the savings 
bank division of the American Bankers Asso- 


ciation. The figures are positive proof that 


citizens of this country are not “wasting their 
substance in riotous living’’ as so many moral 


commentators fear, but that they are main- 


taining a high standard of living and putting 
their surplus cash in savings banks. 

The bankers’ association has announced the 
greatest yearly increase in savings deposits 
ever recorded in the United States. At the 
end of the last fiscal year savings of the Amer- 
ican people totaled $28,412,961,000, a gain of 
$2,327,059,000 over the previous year. Tho 
number of depositors increased by nearly 
2,500,000. Almost half of the people of the 
United States have savings deposits, and the 
average per capita saving is $237. 

Only three States failed to show a gain for 
the year. The average gain was $17 per 
person. Savings represent an increase of 113.5 
per cent during the last ten years, and an in- 
crease of 169 per cent for each inhabitant since 
1912 when adequate records were first kept. 

New Englanders proved true to their repu- 
tation for thrift. With 29.9 per cent of the 
country’s population, the New England and 
Middle Atlantic States have 58.2 per cent of the 
total savings deposits, or $461 per inhabitant. 
This is a better record than that of any other 
country in the world. It indicates prosperity 
more general than at any time since the busi- 
ness depression of 1920. 

Millions are invested in industries of this 
country each year. The people, who are the 
real producers of wealth, are not only using it 
for extensive development of resources, but are 
conserving it for needs of the future or possible 
emergencies. Of course, Jarge sums are lost 
annually in wildcat schemes, but these figures 
are vastly exceeded by the wise investments 
and the consistent savings of the American 
public. In view of such figures the public can 
well afford to smile at the critic who tries to 
represent the country as going to ruin because 
of its wealth. 


BIRTHDAY OF AVIATION. 


Twenty-five years ago two brothers were 
experimenting with a crude winged machine at 
Kill Devil Hill, Kitty Hawk, N. C. For years 
they had studied the problem of flight by 
heavier-than-air craft, having gone to. Kitty 
Hawk because of its favorable air currents and 
its smooth sandy stretches, which reduced the 
danger of experimental flights. On. December 
17, 1903, they were successful in making the 
first airplane flight of history. 

From this humble beginning aviation has 
come to occupy a. place of importance in all 
parts of the civilized world. The Atlantic has 
been spanned, airmen have.circled the globe 
and flown over the North Pole, and two daring 
aeronautical explorers are now leading expedi- 
tions into the southern. polar regions. In 25 
years transportation has been revolutionized, 
and distances between’ nations have been 
greatly reduced. Yet it is universally agreed 
that the conquest of the air is only in its in- 
fancy. The imagination can scarcely appre- 
hend what the. next 25 years may bring. 

To commemorate the: twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of the remarkable achievement of Or- 
ville and Wilbur Wright, and to discuss avia- 
tion problems of interest throughout the world, 
representatives of 54 nations will gather in 
Washington this week. The International 
Aeronautics Exposition has just closed at 
Chicago. A mammoth civic celebration is now 
under way at Dayton, Ohio,-the home city of 
Orville Wright. The International Aeronautics 
Civil Conference here will be followed by cere- 
monies at the exact spot where the first ma- 
chine. flew, and the corner stone of a monu- 
ment to be erected by the Government will be 
laid.. 

A gathering of the most distinguished avia- 
tors of all nations is a most: fitting celebration 
of this anniversary. The United States is the 
home of the airplane and the country can well 
afford to pay, homage to its inventor. It is 
fortunate that one of the inventors is alive to 
hear the plaudits of the world which once 
laughed at his efforts to fly. 

The conference should give a decided im- 
petus to aviation in the United States. In spite 
of the-fact;:that-the airplane is an American 
product, this country has lagged behind several 
European nations in the development of 
passenger air traffic. The conference will give 
attention to all the latest improvements in air- 
way development, weather service, safety de- 
vices, airports, private flying, aerial photog- 
raphy, insurance, aeronautical research and

We of America must appreciate our 
independence of all other countries. 
Compact in way of territory, complete 
in way of natural foodstuffs, sufficient 
in way of treasury, and since the last 
political election, soon, forevermore, 
free of alcohol and its following vices. 

By means of education we shall, in 
time, become a nation of norma! health 
aristocrats; who, like the normal lower 
animals, will be equally sound in 
health, equally efficient, equally beau- 
tiful and equally happy. 

What do we want more in the way 
of military equipment than our myr- 
jads of future commercial airplanes, 
which quickly can transfer themselves 
into swarms of military monsters, able, 
from the sky, to belch forth whatever 
dynamite is needed for the occasion. 

What nation better than America 
can, through a future example, give to 
the world lessons in material progress 


‘and a new kind of civilization; not 


through competitive militarism and 
the shambles, but. by general mutual 
advantages and a genuine goodwill— 
lessons applicable to colonial posses- 
sions as well as to the home land?

HER DICTION IS PRAISED 


Preceded by glowing tales of her 
Vivid personality, her rare jewels, her 
brilliant ability as an opera singer and 
her romantic marriages, Mme. Ganna 
Walska, in private life, Mrs. Harold Mc- 
Cormick, yesterday made her debut in 
concert before a Washington audience 
at Poli’s Theater. 

Mme. Walska is a very beautiful 
Woman and she wore no jewels. Her 
husband, Harold McCormick, occupied 
@ stage box, but Judging from her sing- 
ing much of her advertised reputation 
@s a vocal artist seemed hardly borne 
Out by the facts. 

The music lovers in the audience 
soon found it more profitable to use 
their opera glasses than their ears, 
While others hastily remembered en- 
garements elsewhere and walked out 

Evidently very nervous in her opening 
mhumber, the “Kaffee Kantata,” by 
Bach, the singer only rallied slightly 
throughout the program. It was sald 
by her friends that she was not doing 
herself justice and that she had a 
beautiful natural voice and has worked 
too hard to perfect herself in singing. 


Diction Is Good. 


There were signs of musical intelli- 
gence in her presentations and she ap- 
peared to Know the traditions of the 
songs. Her diction was good, she has 
2n attractive stage presence and: knows 
the art of musical interprétation of 
emotions. There were notes of real 
beauty in her middie and lower regis- 
ters, but her high tones were not 
adequate, especially in her more 
elaborate selections. 

Mme. Walska was assisted by Glo- 
Vanni Martino, whose mellow tones 
evoked applause after his songs. His 
first mumber, the aria “ll Lacerato 
Spirito,” from Simon Boccanegra, by 
Verdi, was sung with even phrasing and 
sonorous beauty and he continued to 
please his audience during the rest of 
his part of the program. 


Has Had Proper Instruction. 


Glimpses of her operatic career abroad 
Were seen in Mme. WalskKa’s rendition 
of the aria “Dich, Ture Halle” from 
Wagners’ Tannhauser. Here again it 
was apparent that she must have had 
proper instruction in operatic work at 
some time, even though yesterday’s 
vocal result in this number was not 
entirely satisfactory. 

Here and there a singie song was done 
with charm and emotional appeal. In 
Walter Golde, her accompanist. she had 
adequate support and a sympathetic as- 
Sistant. 

It must be confessed that the audl- 
ence was rather sparing in its applause. 
although much personal interest was 
exhibited in the singer and in the in- 
termission the house buzzed with the 
chat about her fewels and her romance. 

Mme, Walska will find that her au- 
Giences are unabie to hurt her with 
indifference and unappreciatior as soon 
as she has thoroughly qualified herselt 
for the musical career for which she 
now longs.

False Heroes 


Created, Says

Fans Overrate Victors 
Over “Built-Up” 


Newcomers. 


Former Champ Will 
Not Be Surprised If 
Hudkins Loses.

(Retired Undefeated Lightweight Cham- 
pion of the World). 


T took Jimmy Braddock less than 

five minutes to spring into fistic 

prominence in the Garden the other 
night when he knocked out “Tuffy” 
Griffith. That one fight “made” Brad- 
dock. That seems to be the way of the 
ring these days. A fighter can go plug- 
ging along doing fairly well, and he 
won't get much of a rumble from the 
fans. Then along comes some highly 
touted “sensation” who has won a cou- 
ple of fights or so in spectacular man- 
ner, and your hero, the underdog, pol- 
ishes him off in jig time. And then 
comes the wild acclaim. 

It was just this way with Jack De- 
laney and Paul Berlenbach. Paul had 
been mowing his opponents down, and 
when he was matched with Delaney 
most of the fans thought Jack would 
prove just another victim for Paul. In- 
Stead, Delaney socked Berlenbach on 
the chin hard enough to put him to 
sleep, and immediately Jack was hailed 
as the white-haired boy. 

That's as it should be, of course. But 
the fact that fellows like Delaney and 
Braddock were turning in quite cred- 
itable performances in the ring before 
their “big moments” should not be 
everiooked. 


To my mind, Braddock’s crackin: 
¢ Pete Latzo’s j:.w was a far greater 
as than his stopping of 

riffith. Pete, we knew, was a 
seasoned campaigner, a real ring 
veteran, who wasn’t getting hit on 
the chin so often by the best of 
them. 


These fellows who come along like a 
house afire generally slip fast when they 
start slipping. For my part, I prefer 
the boxers, fellows like Jack Britton or 
Mike McTijue, rather than these bat- 
tlers of the Griffith type. These latter 
don’t stand the wear and tear, some- 
how. They seem to crack all of @ sud- 
den. 

Now, take Ace Hudkins, for instance. 
Here’s a chap that has been well nick- 
named the “Wildcat.” Ace certainly 
fights with a vigor and a viciousness 
that show’s he’s heart and soul in the 
battle. And yet I won’t be at all sur- 
prised if Rene De Vos takes him when 
they meet. 

Rene is more of a boxer than Hud- 
Mins. The big thing.about boxing—the 
advantage the boxer has in his favor 
over the plain slugging fighter—is that 
the boxer doesn’t take as much beating 
as the fighter. In other words, a boxer 
probably will not be beat up as much 
im a losing fight as the slugger will be 
in a winning one. 

In this age of boxing, when battlers 
are jumped from obscurity into the 
limelight overnight, like this chap|lL 
Christner who knocked out Knute Han- 
sen, it is no wonder that they don’t 
last long. The public overlooks the 
fact that a chap like Christner, say, has 


won his battle by beating an overrated 
opponent. 


You see, as soon as the fans begin 
“building up” a fighter, as they built 
up Griffith and Hansen, the poor bat- 
tler gets a reputation which exists 
largely only in the minds of the 
fans. They magnify his greatness, 
wriconsciously. And when he falls 
to live up to their false impressions, 
well, it’s another of those “upsets,” 
that’s all. 


This condition of affairs is not con- 
fined only to boxing. It exists in prac- 


tically all sports. I rode in from Deroit}! 


recently with Benny Friedman, the 
great football player, and we were dis- 
cussing this very subject. Benny is the 
type of football player that Britton was 
in the fight game. Friedman told me 
he never had been out of the game be- 
cause Of an injury received on the grid- 
iron, the reason being that he knows 
how to handle himself in the game, and, 
goodness knows, Friedman is a whole 
team in himself when he cuts loose on 
the football field. 

On the other hand, there’s that chap 
Bruce Caldwell. This fellow’s football 
career at Yale reminds me a good deal 
of Knute Hansen’s fighting career. Both 
of them, like some other famous ath- 
letes I could mention, gained most of 
their fame for what they didn’t do, 
rather than for what they actually did. 

No doubt Caldwell was and is a great 
football player, but he’s nowhere near 
as great as the general public imagined 
him to be. I use the word imagined, 
for it’s exactly what I mean. Caldwell 
didn't get out and shout that he was a 
great footbal] player, but when he was 
kept out of the game he immediately 
loomed up in the public eye as a super 
player. 


When Harry Wills was at the 
height of his fame—I don’t mean 
at his peak as a fighter, for when 
he really was at his best he wasn’t 
at all famous—when he was at 
the height of his fame was after 
he had remained idle for a se 
time. 


Here again the e imagination of the 
public got to work and because of the 
idea fostered that Jack Dempsey, then 
champion, was “ducking” a match with 
Wills, the negro assumed the propor- 
tions of a far greater fighter in the 
public mind than he actually was. 
Every now and then Harry would fight, 
and each time he was a big disappoint- 
ment to the fans—the public— because 
he couldn't live up to the imaginary 
reputation they had given him. 

And so, I say, give the victor all the 
credit that is coming to him, but don’t 
give him too much credit. It isn’t fair 
to him. If De Vos beats Hudkins in 
the Garden he will have accomplished 
quite a feat. 

But it won’t do to overrate him. 
Just give him credit for being a great 
fighter, and ‘then, if he can beat 
Mickey Walker, well then, you can’t 
overrate him, for he’ll be the champicn.

DRAFT MEET 
SPURNED BY 
HEYDLER 


National League Not 
to Be Represented at 
Minors’ Parley. 


EW YORK, Dec. 10 (A.P.).—Meet- 

ing in special session today as a 

forerunner of its annual meet- 
ing tomorrow, the National League de- 
cided that it will not be represented 
at a conference on the baseball draft 
to be held at West Baden, Ind., Jan- 
uary 10, 

The question of the draft came be- 
fore the meeting in a letter from J. 
H. Farrell, secretary of the National 
Association, who advised that a com- 
mittee to represent all the “B,” “C” 
and “D” leagues had+been appointed 
for the West Balden conference and 
that the class AA and A leagues would 
have special committees from each 
league. 

“We do not feel that we should go 
to any conference,” said President John 
A, Heydler tonight after the National 
League’s presidents had spent an after- 
noon in discussion of baseball) in gen- 
eral and the National League brand 
in particular. 

“We will be glad to receive any com- 
munication from the conference when 
some proposition can be submitted to 
us.” 


The major-minor advisory coun- 
cil submitted a long list of prop- 
osed amendments to the major- 
minor agreement to the _ recent 
convention of the National Asso- 
clation at Toronto, but all matters 
touching the draft were tabled for 
consideration at the West Baden 
conference, It was suggested at 
the minor league convention that 
the majors would be welcomed at 
the meeting.

Advancing $20 per inhabitant over 
figures for 1927, savings. deposits in Dis- 
trict of Columbia banks this year show 
a higher per capita increase than any 
State in the Middle Atlantc group, with 
the single exception of Maryland, ac- 
cording to statistics for the country as 
@ whole made public yesterday by the 
American Bankers’ Association. 

Savings for the entire Middle Atlantic 


section reached $431 per inhabitant, a 
gain of $36 over the year preceding. 
Maryland's gain per capita in 1928 was 
$37, and it was stated that possibly no 
State in the East has developed more 
energy during the last few years in 
bringing about diversification in indus- 
trial and agricultural enterprise. 

The year ended June 30 registered 
over the previous year the largest ad- 
vance in savings deposits in banks and 
trust companies of continental United 
States ever recorded. The savings ag- 
gregate exceeded $28,400,000,000, and 
there were more than 53,000,000 indl- 
vidual savings depositors. 

“This indicates prosperity more gel- 
eral than at any time since the business 
depression of 1920,” says W. Espey 
Albig, deputy manager of the American 
Bankers’ Association, in charge of the

Brisk Business Reported. 


“Brisk business, especially in retail 
lines, is reported throughout the Fifth 
Federal Reserve District. Evidence of 
this is shown in the rise in debits to 
individual. accounts, the $315,965,000 
debit figure for the week ended No- 
vember 28 comparing with $296,234,000 
in the corresponding period last year. 

Textile plants in this territory are 
showing a steady improvement with 
those in Virginia and the Carolinas 
working regularly. Construction shows 
no abatement. Figures are well in ex- 
cess of last year, due largely to the 
number of new industrial plants locat- 
ing in the South, as well as the large 
governmental projects. Harvesting of 
peanuts has begun, the last big money 
crop of Virginia and North Carolina.

“Therefore, if the District of Colum 
bia feels, as the City of Richmond fel¥ 
when we established the Richmond Al 
Junction, two years ago, that it shoul¢ 
own its own municipal airport, we shal 
be happy to let the District have th 
land tor that purpose at cost, withou 
any profit to ourselves, as we did 
Richmond.”
